MUNICIPAL JUDGES 


N. J. GRAND JURY 
MOVES SPEEDILY, 
FLYER TESTIFIES 


German’s Counsel Mean- 
while Is Denied Permis- 
sion to Examine Records 
of Bronx Investigation 
of Extortion Angles. 


MANNER OF DEATH 
IS DISPUTED POINT 


All Major Evidence Is 
Placed Before Inquisito- 
rial Body as Authorities 
Move to Deal Out Jus- 
tice. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Oct. 8.—() 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann was in- 
dicted for the kidnap-murder of baby 
Charles A. Lindbergh by a Hunterdon 
county grand jury today. 

Swiftly, with Colonel Lindbergh 
among the witnesses, the state of 
New Jersey laid down the evidence 
charging up to the stolid, tight-lipped 
German alien the most sensational 
crime in modern annals. 

The indictment was voted but a few 


minutes after the last witness was 
heard. In all, the grand jury session 
lasted only four hours and 45 min- 


utes. 


Text of Indictment. 


The text of the indictment read: 

“The grand inquest for the state of 
New Jersey in and for the body of 
the county of Hunterdon, upon their 
respective oaths present, that Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann, on the first day 
of March, in the year of our Lord 
one thouasnd nine hundred and thirty- 
two, with force and arms, at the 
township of East Amwell, in the coun- 
ty of Hunterdon aforesaid and within 
the jurisdiction of this court, did wil- 
fully, feloniously and of his malice 
aforethought, kill and murder Charles 
A. Lindbergh Jr., contrary to the 
form of the statutes in such case 
made and provided, and against the 
peace of this state, the government 
and dignity of the same. 

“(Signed) Anthony M. Hauck Jr., 
prosecutor of the pleas.” 

Hardly had the three women and 
men on the grand jury cenvened 
their deliberation than, across the

flying squirrel and the chipmunk, 
There are two of these that do not 


occur in southern Georgia as far as 
I can tell, and they are the ground- 
hog and the chipmunk. I do not know 
the reason for this, but I assure you 
that it is a fact. Otherwise the dis- 
tribution is statewide, although the 
fox squirrel is extremely rare in many 
parts of its range. 

The groundhog is one of the seven 
sleepers of the northern hemisphere. 
So is his cousin, Hackee, the chip- 
munk. Is the fact that they are con- 
fined to the north of the state and 
that they both hibernate indicate 
anything? Are they not of Bofeal 
origin. unadapted te the more or less 
uniform climate of south Georgia? 
Just a guess, I assure you. 

The groundhog is a burrowing ani- 
mal, making his home in the edge 
of clover fields cr along the borders 
of woodlands. He is never to be 
found far from that den for therein 
lies his safety. He is one of the 
larger rodents of the continent, reach- 
ing tremendous size—some two feet 
and bulk. His food, as we indicated 
before, consists entirely of green vege- 
tation, which he destroys in great 
quantities. He is considered as the 
farmer’s enemy for two main rea- 
sons; the destruction of growing 
crops and the dangers he presents 
to horses. More than one good horse 
has broken a leg in a groundhog hole. 

The chipmunk is also a burrowing 
animal. His striped coat is familiar 
to most everyone, either through direct 
observation or through: the rotograv- 
ure sections, the brown ink of which 
does his coat up nicely on the printed 
page. He provisions his den late in 
the summer and retires into it, sleek 
and fat, for a long winter's nap. In 
the early spring he emerges again, 
somewhat emaciated, but in a few 
days he blossoms forth with a new 


coat and splendid spirits, ready again 
to amuse the world with his chatter 
on favorable occasions. 

The tree squirrels are too well 
known to require statements here 
but there is one thing I would like 
to urge on beginning mammalogists 
—take a fresh notebook and jot down 
whatever you can about the squir- 
rels and their habits. They are 80 
abundant and easy to observe that 
you will be able to take really copious 
notes on an interesting animal,

CONCERN WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—A forbidden subject of 
considerable concern on the inside is the current 

invisible flight of capital from this country. 
It is quite well known in the topmost financial circles that certain 
wealthy people have been purchasing foreign securities lately in in- 


creasing quantities. 


It is known specifically that there has been 


big American buying of British bonds and of Canadian stocks, chief- 
ly those of gold mining companies. 
There has been a notable tendency among trustees of big trust 


funds and estates to seek such outside investments. 


The extent of 


these operations cannot be estimated accurately, because they do not 
show up anywhere in records, except vaguely in the settlement of 


international balances. 


The reasons for the movement, of course, is timidity regarding 
the prospects for redistribution of wealth or inflation. 

What can be done about it remains to be seen, but, for the 
present, it increases the inside pressure on the administration for 
permanent stabilization, a balanced budget and all the other things 


that the conservatives have been 


howling about. 


ECONOMY One thing that probably will be done about it is 
that, after the congressional elections, the admin- 

istration undoubtedly will enter into another economy wave.

‘MOP UP’ CAMPAIGN

1932, telephoned from Lisbon to of- 
fer his services. 

_The lining up of nobles and re- 
tired army officers, many of them 
ousted when the republic’s first leftist 
cabinet reorganized the army, served 
to draw still sharper the line divid- 
ing Lerroux from his socialist-com- 
munist-anarchist enemies. 

Only in the Asturias mining dis- 
trict of Mieres did organized opposi- 
tion continue, dispatches filtering 
through wrecked communications sys- 
tems indicated, while rebels elsewhere 
had been driven underground or, in 
desperation, to sniping and disorders. 

What would be the toll of the ar- 
tilery bombardment of Gijon and 
Oviedo, two northern cities recaptured 
today from the rebels, none in Madrid 
knew. Estimates however, that took 
into account the four days of bitter 
fighting, use of urtillery and aerial 
bombs, placed the dead and wounded 
in the thousands, 

Reports that resistance was dying 
out in Asturias were brought to the 
capital by reconnoitering and bombing 
planes, and conflicted sharply with 
other advices that Asturian rebels 
had blown up an army truck hurry- 
ing shock troops into the province, 
killing 52. 

Other Towns Fall. 

Several towns smaller than Gijon 
and Oviedo have also fallen to the 
government reinforcements, the avia- 
tors said, and the extremists forced 
back into the mountains. 

A stubborn, bloody campaign to re- 
duce that region to submission was 
forecast, as the fliers graphically de- 
scribed rebel strongholds. 

Difficult to approach, the territory 
is full of insurgent fortified places, 
they said. Railway transportation 
has been halted by removing rails, 
highways and bridges dynamited into 
impassibility and tunnels blocked. 

Government troops strengthened by 
detachments that helped take Gijon 
and Oviedo are pressing the district 
ever tighter, they reported. ‘Troops 
are being moved at forced marches, 
kept constantly in contact through the 
air force and radio. 

With persistent snipers keeping the 
flame of revolt alive in the autono- 
mous province of Catalonia, Madrid au- 
thorities sought some way to keep the 
snipers stilled in the capital. 

The never-say-die rebels fired from 
the top of the Barcelona cathedral, 
where they had taken refuge, as the 
government, its prisoners in Catalonia 
alone numbering more than 2,000, be- 
gan preparations to court-martial Luis 
Companys, president of Catalonia, and 
his aides. 

General Domingo Batet, heading 
Catalonian forces, denied, however, 
that any prisoners already had been 
executed,

a Scotchman named MacMillan in- 
vented a bicycle with pedals which 
he pushed with his feet. The back 
wheel was a little larger than the 
front wheel, but not a great deal. 
MacMillan rode his machine for years. 
We do not know how fast he trave 
eled, but at one time he was arrested 
and fined “for furious driving.” Per- 
haps he had heen speeding at the 
rate of 10 miles per hour. 


In 1865 a French workman invent- 
el a “rotary crank” for use with the 
pedals of a bicycle: and this led to 
the making of bicycles for sale on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The new 
machine had the front wheel a little 
larger than the hind wheel. Both 
wheels had iron rims, and the rider 
did not have much comfort. This type 
of bicycle was called ‘“‘the  bone- 
shaker.” 


Next came the big-wheeled bicy- 
cles. The rider always sat over the 


large wheel. which had a diameter of

EXTENSION DIRECTOR 
EXPLAINS COTTON ACT 


Harry L. Brown, Athens, 
Issues Report on Ex- 
cess Certificates. 


ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 7.—(#)—aHr- 


ry L. Brown, director of extension of 
the University of Georgia, today said 
that while the value of excess cotton 
certificates allotted under the Bank- 
head act has been fixed at 4 cents a 
pound, it does not mean that every 
certificate turned into the national 
pool will net the producer $20 a bale. 

Director Brown said it was indicat- 
ed that there will be a need for cer- 
tificates covering “only 431,223 bales 
from states producing in excess of 
their allotment under the Bankhead 
act, whereas, those states whose pro- 
duction will be iess than their allot- 
ment will have a sale for 1,639,474 
bales,” 

He added that “this means that 
nearly four times as many excess cer- 
tificates will be available as will be 
needed to cover all of the cotton pro- 
duced by states which are going to be 
above their allotment.” 

The certificates, Director Brown 
said, will not be purchased by the gov- 
ernment, but all the money taken in 
by the pool will be distributed among 
producers who surrender certificates 
to the pool, after deducting ex- 
penses, and each producer will re- 
ceive his share in the proportion that 
the poundage surrendered by him bears 
to the total poundage in the national 
pool,

One of the chief beauties of con- 
tract bridge is that new situations con- 
tinually crop up and intelligent and 
alert players are very frequently able 
to invent new and interesting bids. 
We have all heard of the overcall

1—A prepared bid. Strictly speak- 
ing, South has not the adequate 
trump support needed to raise his 

artner’s suit. However, Scuth 
ecides that if he bid two clubs— 
his only alternative—he would 
definitely embarrassed by any sub- 
sequent bids his partner might 
make, For instance, if over two 
clubs North bid two no-trump, 
South would not feel strong enough 
to bid three hearts, which would 
be an inferential force; but on 
the other hand he certainly would 
not wish to pass. Having decided 
that there is only one bid in the 
South hand (unless North starts 
forcing), South decides to make 
this bid the one which seems to 
te the most important informa- 
tion. 

2—North is too strong to bid four 
hearts, which would automatically 
close the auction.+ Since three dia- 
monds- would be an_ infereutial 
force, four diamonds must be rec- 
ognized as a slam try. The two- 
card minor suit is the only sound 
force available to North. He knows 
that if his partner raises diamends 
he can always return to hearts. 

3—A very fine nuisance double. East, 
of course, recognizes that North’s 
force is in a fake suit. He dou- 
bles to inhibit the opponents from 
reaching a slam, which he feels 
fairly certain they can make. 

4—North has shown the strength of 
his hand and expressed his inter- 
est in a slam by the four-diamond 
bid. He now can do no more than 
return to four hearts. 

5—South, despite his weak trump 
holding, has definitely a little bit 
more than a minimum raise to two 
hearts. He realizes that his part- 
ner was trying for a slam an:l he 
further realizes that the latter 
probably was considerably discour- 
aged by East’s double of four dia- 
monds—the diamond suit obviously 
being one of the weak spots in the 
North hand. South therefore de- 
cides to give his partner one more 
chance to contract for a slam. He 
does this by making a cue bid in 
his partner's suit, showing control 
of the first round of that suit— 
and almost certainly in this case 
with the ace. South bids five dia- 
monds intending to pass to five 
hearts, as he has now shown the 
full strength of his hand. 

6—With the practical certainty of no | 
losers in either hearts, diamonds | 
or clubs, North, can contract for 
the slam. Either the spade queen 
in dummy, a singleton spade, or 
even a doubleton spade, if the ace 
is right, will take care of the sit- 
uation in that suit. There must 
be at the worst an even money play 
for the slam. 

East chose a low spade as his open- 
ing lead against the slam. West won 
with the ace and returned a diamond, 
which the declarer won with dummy’s 
ace, Declarer now led a heart to his 
ace and then re-entered the dummy 
by ruffing a low spade. The marked 
heart finesse was now taken and 
North was able to claim the rest of 
the tricks. Even without the spade 
opening, which admittedly made things 
easier, North could not have lost his 
contract. )

ON NEW STATE PRON 


Award on Construction Con- 
tract To Be Made Here 
on November 20. 


The public works administration 
Monday issued a call for bids on the 
state’s new $1,500,000 prison which 
will be erected in Tattnall county. 
The bids will be opened here at 1 
o'clock, November 20, in the offices 
of J. Houstoun Johnston, Georgia 
PWA engineer, 

The contract for the work will be 
made by the federal government as 
soon as the award made November 
20 can be approved in Washington. 
This is expected to require not more 
than two weeks and actual construc- 
tion is scheduled to begin the first 
week in December. 

The time to build the prison has 
not been decided on. Prospective bid- 
ders have been invited to get plans 
and specifications from the PWA of- 
fices in the Citizens & Southern Bank 
building. 

Georgia’s new prison, built with 
federal funds and rented to the state 
until the accrued rentals have paid the 
entire cost of construction, is expeet- 
ed to be one of the south’s finest. The 
government already has bought a large 
tract of land in Tattnall county, ad- 
jacent to farm land owned by the 
state. It is the plan of the state to 
pay $80,000 a year for the next 15 
years, at which time the property will 
be deeded to the stste. 

Plans for the new institution have 
been completed by Tucker & Howell, 
Atlanta architects, who will supervise 
construction. 

The state has agreed to make the 
payments and the legislature at its 
next session is expected to make the 
first appropriation for the rentals. A 
special prison committee will be set 
up in the house and senate in order 
to insure early passage of the bill pro- 
viding the needed funds,

aml the Tiger-Cardinal war moves on 
to the seventh meeting for the first 
time sinee 1931. 

The two terrible Deans, the 
pitching sensation of 1934, still 
bestride this post-season carnival 
like a double-jointed  cdlossus. 
They have beaten the Tigers three 
times in four starts and young 
Paul has picked up two of these 
victories on his way to glory. He 
came to the top of his career 
when he beat down and out-pitch- 
ed Schoolboy Rowe in the sixth 
canto before 43.000 fanatical souls 
who howled lustily, but in vain.

A few of the rumors which affected 
Wall Street today: 

A prominent operator of the “good 
old days” is giving his one-time favor- 
ite trading stock another play. 

Favorable dividend action may be 
expected soon on important stocks. 

The administration would like to 
see better stock prices. 

Some big operators got into the 
market last week, found it unsatisfac- 
tory, and got out again. 

TRADING DULL. 

The rumors resulted in a meaning- 
less market. Only 450,000 shares 
were exchanged—considerable of a let- 
down from Friday’s 870,000 shares 
showing—while prices drifted off to 
fractional losses in uninspiring per- 
formances. Only in the metal divi- 
sion was there any definite tendency 
and that was down. 

Consequently tonight’s view stressed 
safety. Until there is increased trad- 
ing volume, very little definiteness can 
be shown in the market. In some 
brokerage quarters current conditions 
indicate a backing-and-filling move- 
ment which — a good advance. 
In others, the situation appears so 
confused that no one will venture a 
guess. 

Business conditions offer no impetus 
to the market. For weeks clamor 
has been that heavy industries have 
failed to gain. Yet Mesta Machines 
managed to call in its preferred stock, 
vote a 2-3 per cent stock divi- 
dend on the common, and report busi- 
ness is good. Steel plants reportedly 
are under consideration for some of 
the big producers. 

STEEL OUTPUT UP. 

This condition in the steel indus- 
try—if these big plants are being 
created—apparently does not come 
from super production, however. The 
American Iron & Steel Institute to- 
day —— production at 23.6 per 
cent of capacity against a 23.2 per 
cent capacity last week, a gain of only 
slightly more than 1 per cent. 

The motor car field also adds to 
the confusion. General Motors sales 
were reported today showing total 
sales in September as under both Au- 
gust—a normal seasonal downturn— 
Sales to con- 
sumers in the United States were 
slightly better than in September, 
1933. Yet the demand for motor car 
stocks reportedly is improving some. 

Chief brightness for business and 
the market comes from the retail field, 
particularly those districts receiving 


government checks. Indicative of this 
_today was J. C. Penney’s September 
sales report showing the best Septem- 
ber returns in the company’s history.

PAPERS WITH 


AT INSULL TRIAL 


Halsey, Stuart & Co. 
Executive Denies Knowl- 
edge of Document. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—(#)—Harry 
Howard, auditor of Halsey Stuart & 
Co., nationally known investment 
banking house, aroused the ire of gov- 
ernment prosecutors today when he 
failed to produce six documents sub- 
poenaed in the Insull mail fraud case. 
_ Under questioning by Special As- 
sistant Attorney-General Forest Har- 
ness, one of the three prosecutors han- 
dling the government’s charges against 
Samuel Insull Sr., and 16 business as- 
sociates, Howard promised to make a 
new search for the papers but insisted 
he did not know where they were. 

Included in the six, as they were 
identified in court by Harness, was 
memo bearing the initials “C. T. M.,” 
those of Clarence T. MacNeille, one of 
the defendants, and sent to Halsey 
Stuart & Co., on March 3, 1930. 

It said in part: 

“Junior called me this afternoon 
and stated that in view of the fact 
that so many people seem to be talk- 
ing about selling Corporation Securi- 
ties Company of Chicago stock—he 
did not know just why—that he sug- 
gested I make up ‘some figures as to 
what our earnings would be for 1930.” 

Another of the missing letters was 
one from MacNeille, who was secre- 
tary-treasurer of Insull’s Corporation 
Securities Co., to Harry L. Stuart, of 
the investment banking house. Har- 
ness described it as one which “said 
in part”: 

“I read your telegram regarding the 
payment of dividends on common 
stock to Junior.” 

“Junior” is the nickname of Insull’s 
son, Samuel Insull Jr., one of the de- 
fendants.
